In a recent address before a con 
vention of nurserymen, a govern 
ment research worker commented 
that several factors have retarded re 
search in the nursery field. Two of 
these factors he mentioned particu 
larly. One, he said, was the fact that 
all nurserymen as a group had not 
until recently requested research. In 
government appropriations for re- 
search, the squeaking wheel gets the 
grease, as in many other human en-

At the 
September 2 meeting it was deemed 
advisable to form a permanent or 
ganization, and the name selected was

Thousands of visitors from all over 
the United States and foreign coun 
tries thronged Tyler, Tex., September 
30 to October 3 for the eleventh an 
nual Texas Rose Festival to see rose 
bushes growing in the nursery fields, 
on display as cut flowers in a rose 
show or in spectacular decorations 
and to be entertained by an excellent 
program of events saluting the rose 
and Tyler, as the nation’s rose capi- 
tal. Sponsored by the Texas Rose 
Festival Association, of which Clark 
Kidd, Arp Nursery Co., is president, 
the festival began sixteen years ago 
as an idea in the minds of a few Tyler 
garden club members. It was made an 
annual celebration, except for the war 
years, and has grown into Tyler's 
largest community project, with a 
budget of over $25,000. The excel 
lent cooperation of everyone at Tyle1 
to make the festival outstanding in 
cludes that of the many rose growers 
in east Texas who contribute thou 
sands of roses for decorations of all 
kinds and open their fields to the pub 
lic, the businessmen and the town 
who give financial backing and the 
town’s citizen’s who provide enter 
tainment and house visitors who are 
accorded hospitality everywhere 

One of the highlights of the festi 
val entertainment was the crowning 
of the 1948 rose queen, Mary Anne 
Nenney, by Clark Kidd. Her corona 
tion took place as part of a lavish 
pageant presented Thursday night 
and Friday afternoon and evening in 
the high school auditorium. Gor 
geously costumed girls from thirty-one 
Texas cities and towns, eleven states 
and two foreign countries, who 
formed the queen’s honor court of 
eight ladies and forty-six duchesses 
were presented as candidates for 
queen in the pageant, the story of a 
king of the universe searching for a 
queen. Among them was_ Joyce 
House, daughter of Mr. and Mrs.

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10,000 Rosebuds Decorate Float of East Texas Rose 
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FERTILIZING MACHINE. 

A machine which was developed 
last year at the Verhalen Nursery Co 
Scottsville, Tex., to speed the work 
of fertilizing plants is shown on this 
page in operation on blocks of con 
tainer-grown stock at the nursery 

Consisting of a tank, a motor and 
two hoses, the machine is mounted 
on a wooden platform on rubber 
tired wheels and is drawn by a nar 
row tractor. The 100-gallon metal 
tank which contains the fertilizer is 
covered with chemically treated paint 
on the inside to prevent the fertilizer 
from eroding the walls of the tank 
A 1'A-horsepower gasoline engine 
mounted next to the tank provides 
fifteen to twenty pounds of pressure, 
which forces the fertilizer in the 
tank through two hoses. One hose is 
attached at either side of the tank 
so that when the machine is drawn 
between rows of stock one man can 
apply fertilizer to the plants on one 
side of the machine while the other 
man works at the opposite side. The 
tractor is halted while the fertilizer is 
applied so that the driver of th« 
tractor may operate one hose; thus 
only two men are required to operat 
the machine 

With the power provided by the 
1'4-horsepower motor on this m 
chine, about 1,000 plants per hour pert 
man can be fertilized. A full tank of 


fertilizer, 100 gallons. covers about 
3,000 plants 
About 3.000 acres of land are 


owned by the Verhalen Nursery Ci 

of which only 200 are now planted in 
stock. During the war and the labor 
shortage plantings were of necessity 
curtailed, and recently items grown 
by the firm have been in such de 
mand that plants are bought up while

The thirty-ninth annual meeting 
of the Northern Nut Growers’ Asso 
ciation was held September 13 to 
15, at Norris, Tenn. There were 120 
persons registered, one of the highest 
attendance records in years, from 
twenty-three states and provinces in 
the United States and Canada. Nor 
ris is the headquarters of the trex 
crops division of the forestry rela 
tions department of the Tennesse 
Valley Authority. The adjacent re

A large part of the program was 
devoted to papers pertaining to the 
Chinese chestnut. This nut species is 
steadily gaining in popularity and 
would be planted to a much greater 
extent if certain problems relating to 
vegetative propagation were solved 
In spite of such difficulties, however, 
the planting of the Chinese chestnut 
is steadily increasing in a great por 
tion of the United States. Black wal 
nuts, filberts, hardy pecans and 
honeylocusts were also discussed 

In opening the meeting September 
13, George F. Gant, general man 
ager of the Tennessee Valley Au 
thority, stressed the point that 
the TVA is not experimenting, but 
is trying out on a practical scale those 
things which have already been 
proved. 

In his address as president, John 
Davidson, Xenia, O., stated that the 
world is on the verge of an almost un 
thinkable increase in food production 
and that many more plantsmen are 
needed in this enormous program 

J. C. McDaniel, secretary of the 
Northern Nut Growers’ Association, 
reported that the association now has 
742 members. He said that much in- 
terest had been shown in the “Nut 
Shell,” a quarterly journal sent to 
each member during the past year in 
addition to the annual report of the 
proceedings. He has had to answer a 
deluge of inquiries pertaining to the 
Chinese chestnut and said that many

first week in September. Dr. H. L 
Crane invited the association to the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture research center at Beltsville, 
but stated that the bunch disease, a 
virus which attacks practically all 
species of walnuts, was quite preva 
lent in that section and had destroyed 
many trees in the walnut orchards 
He added, however, that filberts were 
doing quite well at the station and 
two new hybrid varieties of corylus 
had been made available to nursery 
men. 


Chinese Chestnuts Discussed. 


The first paper on the program was 
presented by Ralph H. Quick, of the 
conservation department of West 
Virginia, who spoke on the value of 
the Chinese chestnut from the gam 
food viewpoint. The conservation 
department operates its own nursery 
there the chestnuts are treated with 
hot water as soon as they are gathered 
in order to control weevil. Formerly 
the nuts were stratified over winter, 
but now they are planted directly into 
the field in the fall. Mr. Quick be 
lieves a stronger tree is produced by 
fall planting, and the average tree is 
about fourteen inches high at the 
end of the first growing season 

Prof. R. C. Moore, Virginia Poly 
technic Institute, stated that the 
Chinese chestnut was adapted to 
many sites within Virginia. Fertile 
soil with an adequate supply of mois 
ture is considered best, but low areas, 


such as frost pockets, should be 
voided. G. S. Jones, Phenix City, 
Ala., stated that in his locality the 


Chinese chestnut was very productive 
and ripened from late August to 
early October. He advised early gath 
ering of nuts and placing in cold stor 
age at 30 degrees until ready to plant 
or to market.

problem of compatibility be 


stock and scion, which has 


been of prime interest to nurserymen 
for the past several years, was ably 
discussed by Max Hardy, Leesburg, 
Ga. Mr. Hardy pointed out that some 
strains of understock were compatible 
with some named scion varieties, 
while others were rather uncongenial 
In general, he said, the south China 
strains were not compatible with 
those strains originating in northern 
China. He indicated that some hy 
brids may be more desirable for un- 
derstock purposes than any of the 
seed strains now being propagated 
and that nurserymen must make se- 
lections for understock purposes as 
well as for variety use. Mr. Hardy 
said that he generally favored the in- 
lay method of back grafting over 
the cleft graft. Grafting should be 
done as early in the spring as pos 
sible after the bark begins to slip. He 
stated that the Chinese chestnut can 
not stand a high water table and 
should be planted on well drained 
soil. Fifty to sixty feet on the square 
is a desirable planting distance, but 
fillers may be used until the trees 
begin to interfere. Alternate bear- 
ing is becoming apparent with many 
varieties, and cross-pollination may 
be assured by planting more than one 
variety. 

Dr. G. F. Gravatt discussed the 
work of the entomologists at the 
Beltsville station with DDT to de 
crease the chestnut weevil popula- 
tion. Three applications are neces- 
sary, beginning about thirty days be 
fore the nuts drop. Four pounds of 
fifty per cent DDT to 100 gallons of 
water will give adequate control. Dr. 
Gravatt also showed slides depicting 
the bunch disease of walnuts and 
wilts and fungus of persimmon, 
honeylocust and other tree crops. 


Seedlings vs. Vegetative Stock. 


The highlight of the afternoon was 
the round-table discussion before a 
panel of experts on chestnut prob 
lems. Spencer B. Chase, of the fores- 
try relations department of the TVA, 
led the discussion, which centered 
mainly on the desirability of using 
seedling stock for general planting 
until such time as vegetatively propa- 
gated trees may be secured from nurs- 
erymen. A number of different views 
were presented during this discus 
sion. Max Hardy stated that few 
nurserymen now know how to propa- 
gate chestnuts successfully, but that 
the art may and should be acquired. 
He stated that if seedling trees were 
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to be used to supply orchardists, the 
seeds should be selected only from 
trees which have shown superior per- 
formance in both quantity and qual- 
ity of nuts. Dr. H. L. Crane reported 
that in his experience only a small 
percentage of seedling trees were pro- 
ductive, while others were slow to 
come into bearing. Selected varieties, 
on the other hand, may be relied 
upon to perform in the same manner 


as the tree from which the. scion 
wood was taken. 
Carroll D. Bush, Grapeview, 


Wash., offered a suggestion toward 
propagation by means of grafting low 
on the seedling understock and then 
planting deep to induce scion root 
ing. Mr. Bush thinks that the com 
patibility problem may be solved by 
using seedlings of the variety as un 
derstock for the specific variety in 
volved and cited the practice of the 
Hershey Nurseries in planting seeds 
from Abundance trees in order to 
produce seedlings upon which to 
graft scions of Abundance. Dr. H. L 
Crane suggested further propagative 
practices which may be successful, 
among them being bench grafting 
with a long scion. Subsequent deep 
planting should induce scion rooting. 
Budding beneath the surface of the 
ground with the ordinary “T” 
(shield) bud should do the same. Dr. 
Crane said that more stress should 
be put on propagative practices, since 
in his opinion seedling trees may 
prove unsatisfactory. 

Black walnut standards and judg 
ing were discussed during the eve- 
ning meeting. Dr. L. H. MacDaniels 
submitted a basis for scoring new va 
rieties. Some discussion ensued as 
to the merits of formulating stand 
ards for nut varieties which would 
be primarily used for home purposes 
rather than in commercial production 


Honeylocust for Cattle Feed. 


The Tuesday morning program 
began with a paper by Prof. J. C 
Moore concerning the potentialities 
of the Millwood and Calhoun varie- 
ties of honeylocust as cattlefeed pro 
ducing trees in the south. The Mill 
wood variety is the most productive 
and, based on its carbohydrate con- 
tent, this variety produced in number 
of pounds of carbohydrates per acre 
the equivalent of ninety-two bushels 
of oats. Since these trees are grown 
in pastures without decreasing the 


amount of grass produced, they 
should be exceedingly valuable to 
farmers throughout the southern 


states. Propagation is usually done by 
“T™ budding in late summer, al- 
though they may be spring budded or 
grafted. Professor Moore pointed out 


that some trees within each variety are 
typically males and others typically 
females, as there is a preponderance 
of either staminate or pistulate 
blooms on certain individual trees. 
By taking advantage of this charac- 
teristic, nurserymen should be able 
to select budwood which, in turn, will 
produce trees of a known sex. Trials, 
of course, must be made before one 
may be assured that this characteris 
tic will be transmitted by the bud 
wood. Calhoun is a spreading type of 
honeylocust, while Millwood exhibits 
more vigor and is vase shaped. While 
these varieties have been produced

mainly for utilitarian purposes, they 
may also serve as ornamentals under 
certain conditions 

Dr. E. L. Overholser, head of th« 
department of horticulture at Vir 
ginia Polytechnic Institute, discussed 
the potentialities of the filbert as a 
nut crop in Virginia. He stated that 
the department was withholding pub 
licity concerning two new hybrids 
recently released by the U. S. D. A 
until the nurserymen had sufficient 
stock available to supply the expected 
demand. Filbert growing has not been 
tested to any great degree in Virginia 
Susceptibility to winter cold and late 
spring frosts may limit many varie- 
ties. 

Dr. L. H. MacDaniels, head of the 
department of ornamental horticul 
ture and floriculture at Cornell Uni- 
versity, discussed the development of 
the embryo in the black walnut. Dur- 
ing the early summer the shell and 
husk of a walnut are formed. It is not 
until the first week in August that 
the newly developing embryo can be 
determined in the shell cavity, and 
it does not attain its full size until 
early September. As the size and 
weight of the walnut kernel are de 
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pendent upon optimum conditions 
during a short period of time in late 
summer, the importance of nutritive 
conditions, warm temperature and 
idequate moisture must be stressed 

J. F. Wilkinson, Indiana Nut Nurs 
eries, Rockport, Ind., reported on 
successful grafting of black curly 

ilnut and showed samples taken 
from the branch of a grafted tree 
in which the curly grain was clearly 
visible. By means of vegetative propa 
gation, Mr. Wilkinson is perpetuat 
ing this figured walnut, so much de 
sired for veneer purposes 

Sylvester Shessler, Genoa, O., re 
ported unusual success in grafting va 
ricties of black walnuts. At the pres 
ent time he has over one hundred 
selected varieties, including those 
which have been selected as a result

Dr. B. D. Drain, experiment sta 
tion horticulturist, University of Ten 
nessee, pointed out that apple trees 
in Tennessee do not well and 
probably never will until a better 
understock is used. The root rot-re 
sistant crab apple stock is now being 
used, but much damage occurs from 
the attack of woolly aphis. There is 
some indication that Stayman is 
dwarfed when grafted on crab stock, 
but some of the red strains of Stay 
man are not dwarfed.

Soil Management. 


Dr. L. C. Chadwick, of the horti 
culture department of Ohio State 
University, started his talk on soil 
management by saying that soil con 
servation is a synonym of soil im 
provement, while strip cropping, con

touring and terracing are merely sup 
plementary practices in soil conser 
vation 

There can be no question of the 
importance placed upon soil improve 
ment practices, for the nurseryman’s 
interest is now with those practices 
which give a better quality crop and 
more productive stock. As the sell 
ers’ market turns into a buyers’ mar 
ket the best quality material will sell 
and the mediocre will be consigned to 
the brush pile. In general, the nurs 
eries in the past have fallen into two 
categories: those which have paid 
some attention to soil improvement 
and are still growing good stock, and 
those which have paid no attention 
to soil improvement and are now 
growing poor stock. 

Dr. Chadwick said that tilth, 
drainage, soil fertility and supporting 
practices are important considera 
tions to keep in mind in soil man 
agement. The term tilth has been 
loosely used in the past, but is still 
the basis for practically all soil im 
yrovement practices and refers to the 
soil structure and the arrangement of 
the soil particles into aggregates 

The stability of the aggregates is 
of prime importance, and organi 
matter in the soil binds the soil pat 
ticles together. Lime applied to clay 
soil and freezing and thawing will 
form aggregates, but they are usu 
lly unstable. The biggest factor is 
to get ample organic matter into the 
soil and of the right type. It is im 
possible to increase the organic mat 
ter content of a soil through the use 
of farm manures, and a green manure 
crop such as soy only a

2,4-D for Lawns and Nursery.

Dr. J. Horace McFarland, 
dent of the J. Horace McFarland Cx 
Harrisburg, Pa., died October 2 in 
a hospital there a week after he had 
celebrated his eighty-ninth birthday 
at a meeting of the company’s direc 
tors. Funeral services were held Ox 
tober 6 at the Grace Methodist 
church, Harrisburg 

Dr. McFarland was born in 
at McAlisterville, Pa. He attended 
private school at Harrisburg and con 
tinued his education in his father’s 
printing office. At the age of 19 he 
became part owner of that business 
In 1889 he established the Mount 
Pleasant Press, Harrisburg, which 
was incorporated in 1891 as the ] 
Horace McFarland Co., pioneering 
in the color printing of horticultural 
catalogs and gardening books 

Dr. McFarland was a former presi 
dent of the American Rose Society 
and at his death was president emeri 
tus. For twenty-six years he was edi 
tor of the American Rose Annual, 
published by the society, and he made 
it a substantial volume of inform: 
tion to rosarians. At Breeze Hill Gar 
dens, at his home, he had grown ove1 
800 varieties of Three roses 
have been named for him, Editor 
McFarland. The Doctor and Horace 
McFarland 

Dr. McFarland was the author or 
compiler of many books, including 
“Photographing Flowers and Trees.” 
“The Rose in America,” “Modern 
Roses” and “Roses of the World in 
Color.” He wrote articles for garden 
magazines until his death. The com 
pany’s collection of horticultural pho- 
tographs is said to include 50,000 
subjects.

Plant Notes Here and There 


A recent letter from a 
dent who was advised about ten years 
ago to stock camassias while tulips 
were so scarce may be of interest t 
other neighborhood even 
though tulips are now plentiful. Ac 
cording to his experience, camassias 
have been among the most profitabk 
of his fall sellers. It would be point 
less, I suspect, to quote the letter, but 
a few words about the genus might 
be helpful. It should be pointed out, 
however, that the correspondent has 
found, as others probably will, who 
ire handling plants more or less un 
known to their customers, that col 
ored illustrations of the different 
subjects will be needed to do a good 
selling job 

Camassia is an American genus of 
liliads that is so closely related t 
scilla that the first known 
C. esculenta, was known to botanists 
as Scilla esculenta at one time. It is 
much more spectacular, even in its 
poorest forms, than any scilla that | 
know and serves a different purpose 
in the garden. Carl Purdy, who la 
bored long to bring camassias to the 
attention of American’ gardeners, 
said, “At their best, the stems aré 
stiff and heavy, the flowers large and 
many, and the masses of bloom ap 
proach the eremurus in beauty and 
are even finer in separate flowers.” 
That is high praise, indeed, but thos 
who know the genus well can easily 
go along with him in all he said 

It is generally supposed that a

moist soil is a necessary part of 
camassia culture. No doubt that is 
the best treatment for most kinds, 


but experienced growers know that 
it is not necessary. In fact, they will 
give good results in almost any good 
soil in full sun or part shade. The 
correspondent referred to above con 
firmed my experience that they are 
easiest to handle when they have 
constant moisture, but as he remarked, 
“the lack of constant moisture need 
not stop any grower from handling 
the plants or any gardener from en 
joying them.” 

Beyond a doubt, the best species 
now available is C. leichtlini. It is 
known in several forms, varying from 
white and creamy-white through 
lavender and shades of blue to pur 
ple. These have been segregated into 
two groups by some specialists, one 
embracing cream and white and the 
other blues and kindred shades. Un- 
der good treatment the species will 
grow up to three feet in height and

Silene Pumilio. 


Last week a letter came from 
reader in New Jersey saying that |} 
had germinated a lot of Silene pumili 

nd asked about their culture. | 
hasten to supply as much informa 
tion as | can and add personal ex 
erience with the plant 

The letter brought up a host 
memories, some pleasant and som 
otherwise, and sent me to my note 
books to freshen up a few of the 
louded images. Unfortunately, I did 
not find the notes I was looking for. 
so I shall have to rely on a rather 
faulty memory. First of all, I remem 
ber that I have had the same plant 
under at least five different names, 
Saponaria libanotica, Saponaria pum 
ilio, Saponaria pumila, Saponaria 
pulvinaris and Silene pumilio. I have 
not investigated the matter thorough 
ly and do not at present have the 
texts, but as I recall it now, these 

names can be reduced to two 
the last and the next to last repre 
senting two distinct plants. Saponaria 
pulvinaris is an Asiatic plant with 
bright pink flowers in cymes on 2- 
inch stems in late June or July, while 
Silene pumilio comes from the Alps 
nd has solitary, bright rose flowers 
practically stemless, in June. But of 
more interest to nurserymen, I sus 
pect, is the fact that whether it be 
put among catchflies or soapworts, 
S. pumilio is a good plant for Amer 
ican conditions 

Writing from memory, may I sub 
mit the following: After more than 
one disastrous experience with § 
pumilio in my alkaline soil, I read 
or someone told me that it grew on 
‘rranite peaks in the Austrian Alps 
transferring it to a slightly acid soil, 
low in fertility and plentifully sup 
plied with gravel, proved to be the 
answer. Given such treatment and 
full sun, with an artificial supply of 
moisture during dry weather or, in 
the absence of that, some shade dur- 
ing the middle of the day, it should 
be satisfied with the climate of the 
eastern United States. It was al 


ways a slow grower with me, 3-year 
old plants usu: lly being about the 
size of a silver dollar (remember 


what they looked like?), although it 
is said to grow to a foot or more in 
diameter with age. That must, how 
ever, take a long time. The flat mat

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bloom for more than a month and 
will continue until cut down by hard 
freezes. They would have come into 
production a month or more earlier, 
if they had been started indoors, as 
is usually done. This is an item that 
will bear investigation by all neigh 
borhood growers with proper facili- 
ties 
Columbine Blue Heaven. 

This year for the first time I saw 
flowering plants of a new columbine 
Blue Heaven, and liked it very much. 
It looked, in fact, like a sure-fire 
seller. It is said to be a selection of 
the Rocky mountain columbine, 
Aquilegia coerulea, and if true, will 
likely be short-lived like its parent 
But gardeners know that most colum- 
bines are of brief duration, so that 
should be little drawback to its sales 

One would have to have a plant in 
bloom to convey properly its novel 
beauty. I am not sure that I can draw 
a good word picture, but shall try 
from my notes made at the time. It 
reminded me of a dark lavende: 
Rocky mountain beauty that had 
started out to be double but had 
changed its mind and lost its spurs in 
the process. Its owner thought he saw 
a striking resemblance to a semi 
double, large-flowered clematis, but 
that required a lot of my imagination 
to follow. In any event, it was a 
striking plant that will bear watch 
ing. The plants seen were in gravelly 
soil in part shade, which is ideal for 
A. coerulea and its offspring. If it is 
like the parent, it would make thx 
plant happier if it were given 
slightly acid soil, but I neglected t 
check on that point with the owner 
It is said to come true from seeds, si 
one could experiment at little cost 


BEACH PLUM AWARD GOES 
AGAIN TO GEORGE GRAVES. 


The James R. Jewett award for 
1948 has been made to George 
Graves, of Boston and Martha’s Vin¢ 
yard, Mass. This is an award pre 
sented annually by the Arnold Ar 
boretum of Harvard University to 
the individual who has made the most 
significant contribution to the im 
provement of the native beach plum 

Mr. Graves received the award in 
1945 for work he had done, after 
considerable research, in publishing a 
lengthy article in the National Hort 
cultural Magazine entitled, “The 
Beach Plum, Its Written Record,” in 
which all the literature on the sub 
ject up to that time was scrutinized 
and summarized.

STRAWBERRY ROOT ROT. 

Investigations on the relation of 
desiccation to the development of 
strawberry root rot, carried on at the 
Oregon agriculture experiment sta 
tion in the past two years, conclu 
sively show that a drying out of the 
roots during the digging and trans 


development of a black root rot. The 
second progress report, by T. W 
Miller, appeared recently in the Plant 
Disease Reporter 

Black roots were experimentally 
produced at will by exposing the 
roots to the air for certain periods 
The higher the temperature and th« 
lower the humidity, the shorter was 
the period required to produce black 
roots. As little as one hour of desic 
cation produced black roots when 
they were air-dried in the sunlight at 
thirty per cent or less humidity 

It is concluded that, under Oregon 
conditions, strawberry root rot is not 
due to a single cause or factor, but 
to several agencies. In addition to 
the widely distributed red stele dis 
ease, there are two well defined types 
of cortical root rots. One of these 
called brown root rot, typically pr 
duces local dark brown lesions in 
the cortex. The other, called black 
root rot, involves much more of the 
cortex, the affected area generally 
turning black instead of brown 

Brown root rot is evidently due to 
the combined action of certain weakly 
parasitic fungi and adverse soil con 
ditions, while black root rot is appar 
ently induced primarily by the drying 
of the roots during the digging and 
planting processes and may possibly 
also be induced by drying under sum 
mer drought conditions 


NEW HORMONE PRODUCTS. 


Two new hormone products in 
powder form have been announced 
by the American Chemical Paint Co., 
Ambler, Pa., originator of 2,4-D as 
a weed-killer. They are Rosetone and 
Dormatone. Both are small package 
items. 

Rosetone, mixed with water, is for 
use with rosebushes. It is designed 
to reduce loss in transplanting and 
to make rosebushes develop better 
root systems. Rosetone can be used 
to soak root systems of rosebushes be 
fore planting, or it can be used t 
water the bushes afterward 

Dormatone is to be used in the 
treatment of root crops, particularly 
potatoes. In its original powder form 
it can be dusted on the vegetables It 
will prevent sprouting and shrivel 
ing of potatoes, which will reduce 
losses in storage of the crop

The cutleaf European white birch 
formerly Betula alba gracilis botanic 
ally, but now B. pendula gracilis, is 
one of the most common and attrac 
tive weeping trees.

This pest is dif 
ficult to control; in fact, no adequate 
control measures have been found 
Individual trees appear somewhat 
more susceptible to infestation by this 
pest than trees planted in groves 
Propagation of the species is by seeds,

Because of the susceptibility of this 
tree to insects, it is not recommended 
for landscape planting so often as 
formerly.

DO WE HAVE TO FIRE OUR 
OLD EMPLOYEES? 


We have an old colored man work 
ing for us who is about 82 years old 
He is an excellent workman and has 
been with us for a number of years 
His health is very good. You can 
imagine our indignation when the 
safety engineer for the workmen's 
compensation insurance company 
with which we have our policy in 
formed us we must discharge him 
The company is quite serious about 
the matter, for we have had two 
more requests from the office since 
The company’s reason is that, should 
he be injured, he would probably 
have to be supported for the rest of 
his life. 

Our indignation is increased by 
the fact that we have had this par 
ticular policy cighteen years. Be- 
cause we have been both careful and 
fortunate, our account has paid the 
company in premiums ten times their 
losses. 

I thought it would be worth while 
mentioning this incident in these 
columns. Nurserymen other than 
ourselves employ old men, and | 
certainly think we should protest the 
idea that they cannot have the acci 
dent protection other men have 

The present status of the case is 
that, after our refusal to fire the man, 
the threat was raised that the policy 
(after eighteen years of pleasant rela- 
tions) would not be renewed. Our 
answer was that the man would not 
be discharged and that, if we were 
unable to get a policy that would 
over him, we should under no cir 
umstances give them the policy if 
we had to discharge the man.

A PARASITIC CHERRY? 


The past spring one of our plant 
ing foremen called my attention to ; 
wild cherry growing, as if parasitic, 
about eight feet up on the trunk of 
a native cedar tree on a customer's 
place 

The past week (September) we 
saw it again. The cherry is growing, 
not in a crotch of the tree, but out 
the side of the trunk. The tissue 
of the cedar has grown shut around 
the cherry, but the cherry is still 
much alive, with several branches 
four feet long. 

It is of common occurrence for 
bird-carried seeds to germinate and 
even to grow in a debris-filled crotch 
or a cavity filled with decayed wood 
and organic matter, but they do not 
live long. In this case, while I did 
not see the cherry when it was small.

E. (“Mike”) Dering, president of 
All-America Rose Selections, Inc., ex 
plained the purpose and scope of the 
All-American Rose Selections coun 
cil. New rose seedlings and sports 
are tested for two or more years in 
test gardens established in different 
parts of the country to determine 
their performance under various con- 
ditions, and are rated according to a 
schedule of points. Only the top rat- 
ing roses are considered for the 
A-A. R. S. award, and not more than 
five can win an award in any given 
year, With the fine work the hy 
bridizers are doing in this country, 
and with the thousands of new seed 
lings discovered each year, the work 
of the All-America Rose Selections 
council through the test gardens 
holds the introduction of new roses 
down to a minimum and assures the 
rose fancier of only the very best 
varieties 

Samuel J. Rich gave an interest 
ing delegate’s report on the conven- 
tion of the American Association of 
Nurserymen at Milwaukee, Wis., in 
July. 

Dean Collins, of the Oregon Jour 
nal, outlined the plan to establish the 
Oregon state gardens, after which

ASH BUG CONTROL. 


The most important insect enemies 

the native Oregon ash and the 
commonly planted Arizona ash in 
California are plant bugs of the 
genus neoborus and lace bugs of the 
genus leptoypha, according to an 
article by Robert L. Usinger, as 
sistant professor of entomology, in 
a recent bulletin of the agricultural 
experiment station, University of 
California, at Berkeley. 

Ash trees are grown extensively for 
shade and ornamental purposes in 
parks and along highways through 
out California. Because of their rapid 
growth and resistance to drought, 
they are considered suitable for piant 
ing in the central valleys and in 
southern California, but unfortu 
nately, they are subject to attack by 
several native insect pests 

The ash plant bug and the ash lace 
bug may be controlled effectively 
with almost any contact insecticide 
such as rotenone, nicotine, or pyre 
thrum, in a summer strength oil or 
with DDT, provided control meas 
ures are timed to coincide with the 
leafing out of the trees and with the 
life histories of the bugs 

The ash plant bug, Neoborus illi 
tus, is about one-quarter of an inch 
in length, yellowish in color with 
dark brown spots, and is similar in 


body form to its close relatives, the 
well known lygus bugs. The nymphs 
are oval, yellow to brown, shining 


bugs with externally developing wing 
pads. The eggs hatch when the first 
appear early in March 
Nymphal development requires ap 
proximately twenty-five days, the in 
sect passing through five nymphal 
instars. Eggs are laid in the stems 
of the current year’s growth during 
April and May and remain imbedded 
in the plant tissue in a relatively un 
developed condition during the sum 
mer and fall. They develop more 
rapidly and swell by absorption of 
water during the winter. Hatching 
tollows in the spring, and the annual 
cycle is repeated

MICHAELMAS DAISIES. 


Forty kinds of perennial asters, or 
Michaelmas daisies, a source of pleas- 
ure and enjoyment to late autumn 
visitors at the Dominion experiment 
station, Morden, Man., were the sub- 
ject of notes by H. F. Harp, head gar- 
dener, in a recent issue of the sta- 
tion's weekly notes. Gone are the old 
types of Michaelmas daisies with 
their rampant habits and uninterest- 
ing colors. Modern asters may be had 
in rich crimsons, bright pinks and 
deep blues with no trace of purple. 

Perhaps the most striking are the 
new dumosus hybrids, which grow 
to about a foot in height, forming 
regular mounds of color neat and 
compact, and possess all the fine char- 
acteristics for massing in front of the 
border. The variety Marjorie, a 
glowing shade of carmine-rose, has 
been the most reliable in this group. 
Snow Sprite is almost prostrate, its 
large white flowers and early-flower- 
ing habit making it a desirable plant 
for hedges and borders. The dwarf 
types are also suitable for the rock 
garden. 

The novibelgi group provides 
showy plants in many pleasant 
shades. Little Boy Blue, by far the 
bluest of the group, is two feet in 
height, upright, compact and early- 
flowering. Its pale pink counterpart, 
Little Pink Lady, is eighteen inches 
high and makes a dainty companion. 
The Beechwood varieties, namely 
Ray, Challenger, Charm and Bea- 
con, flower somewhat later than most 
of the novibelgi group. Beechwood 
Ray, being the earliest of the tribe, 
grows to a height of three feet and 
possesses ruby-red flowers. Beech- 
wood Charm is two feet in height 
with rosy-red, yellow-centered flow- 
ers, and Beechwood Challenger, 
which has rich crimson flowers, 
grows to a height of three feet. A 
sparkling crimson flower on a plant 
two feet in height, Beacon is by far 
the finest of the reds. 


Other. suitable varieties, both for 
garden decoration and cut flowers as 
such, all lasting about a week, are 
Pink Nymph, growing to a height of 
three and one-half feet and rich in 
color; Eta, reaching a height of three 
feet, a picturesque semidouble 
mauve; Margaret Ballard, reaching 
two feet in height with soft, lilac- 
pink flowers, and Everest, four feet 
in height, with graceful wands of 
white flowers. Anita Ballard is the 
palest of blues with yellow disks. 
Chastity, a variety of the heath aster, 
has been reliably hardy for a num- 
ber of years. Its arching sprays of 
starry white flowers make elegant ta- 
ble decorations.

The New England group may dis- 
play their bloom from early Septem- 
ber until hard frost destroys their 
beauty. Lil Fardell, attaining a 
height of five feet and flowering 
with rosy-red, golden-centered flow- 
ers, is the favorite of the group. Har- 
rington’s Pink is distinctive in its col- 
oring, which is a soft shade of salm- 


on-pink. Somewhat later than Lil 
Fardell, it has a tendency to lose 
much of its charm after hard frosts 
have bleached its petals. Where 
space is available, the vigorous Rye 
croft purple will reward the gardener 
with large, handsome, yellow-cen 
tered, purple flowers, which are borne 
on 6-foot stems. Barr's Pink has very 
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large flowers, resembling Lil Fardell 
in color, but blooms a little later. 
Aside from the named varieties of 
New England aster, or Aster novae- 
angliae, there are four native selec- 
tions at Morden. These are in two 
groups of two each. A pink and a 
purple were taken from the Riding 
Mountain meadows in 1929, and in 
1929 another pink and purple were 


dug in northwestern Minnesota. All 
of these are esteemed for garden 
planting. The Manitoba wildlings 


may bloom as early as July, while the 
Minnesota geographic strains are 
somewhat taller, slightly larger in 
flower and intermediate in season, be 
tween the Manitoba and Lil Fardell 

It is hoped that some choice new 
varieties will be developed at Mor 
den by the crossbreeding being done 
with the native selections and those 
choice named varieties which possess 
healthy constitutions and arresting 
colors. 

The chief enemy of autumn asters, 
or Michaelmas daisies, on _ the 
prairies is a disease caused by rust 
fungus. The past year the varieties 
rather badly infested included Charles 
Wilson, Amy, Silversheen, Amethyst 
and St. Egwin. 

Varieties slightly injured by rust 
included Beechwood Beacon, Beech 
wood Challenger, Beechwood Charm, 
Pink Nymph, Margaret Ballard and 
Mount Everest. 

Among the varieties resistant to 
rust in 1947 were all the dumosus hy- 
brids and the New England group 
The following novibelgi varieties also 
escaped: Little Boy Blue, Queen 
Mary, Anita Ballard, Royal Blue and 
Perry's Blue. 

Spraying the plants with a fungi 
cide, such as a Bordeaux mixture, at 
weekly intervals, commencing in mid- 
summer when the first signs of the 
disease are noted, may be expected 
to assist greatly in keeping the dis 
ease checked 





WILT-RESISTANT MIMOSAS. 


While mimosa wilt continues to 
spread in the southeastern states 
where the graceful mimosa tree is a 
favorite for the landscaping of homes, 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture reports that a group of 
selected seedlings has survived re- 
peated inoculations with the disease 
and has remained healthy for five 
years in soil where most mimosas are 
killed. Cuttings rooted from thes 
seedlings are also wilt-resistant 

This wilt, which kills mimosas 
quickly, was discovered twelve years 
ago, and by 1947 it was reported in 
seventy-six counties scattered from 
Maryland to Alabama. The disease 


is caused by a soil-borne fungus that

These selected young 
trees have grown well in surround 
ings where more than 600 wilt- 
susceptible seedlings have been killed 

This wilt-resistant group offers a 
source of cuttings to be rooted for 
nursery stock to replace mimosas 


killed by wilt. When they bear seeds, 


these will be planted to see whether 
resistance is inherited. Meantime, 
there is a good possibility that other 
wilt-resistant trees will be discovered 
in areas where most mimosas are 
killed, and these, too, may provide 
cuttings which can be rooted to sup 
ply wilt-resistant trees

Although plantains were generally 
eradicated by a single treatment with 
2.4-D, the claim that dandelions also 
can be eradicated with a single treat 
ment was not verified by the results 
In contrast to the results with dande 
lions, there was little or no regrowth 
of narrow-leaved and two species of 
broad-leaved plantains in treated 
plots. 

Spray solutions of 2,4-Dow weed 
killer containing twenty per cent 
2,4-dichlorophenoxyacetic acid equiv 
alent were used in most instances 
In the fifth and sixth experiments a 
crystalline preparation of 2,4-D ob 
tained from the Dow Chemical Co., 
Midland. Mich., was dissolved in the 
carrier. The spray solution was ap 
plied by means of a Hudson Junior 
sprayer of 2-gallon capacity.

At the annual banquet, held Tues 
day evening at the Norris Park 
Lodge, Dr. Royal E. Shanks, of the 
hotany department of the University 
f Tennessee, delighted the audience

Wednesday was devoted to a tour 
f the TVA nursery and test plant- 
ings of nut and other tree species in 
the immediate vicinity of Norris 
dam. The Norris nursery is purely 
experimental and produces trees for 
planting on government-owned land 
The interest aroused by selective 
planting of Thomas and other se 
lected black walnut varieties has 
created a demand among farmers and 
land owners. These prospective cus- 
tomers are referred to the commer 
ial nurseries for planting stock 
Black walnut seedlings are produced 
at the Norris nursery by planting 
nuts in the fall of the year. Only 
large nuts with heavy well-filled ker 
nels are used for seed purposes. The 
following August the seedlings ar 
hudded to the desired variety by 
means of patch budding. Dormant 
buds are selected from 1-year wood 
When the patch bud fails to unite 
with the seedling stock, the seedling 
is grafted to the desired variety th: 
following spring. 

The remainder of the day was 
spent in inspecting various varieties 
f black walnuts, Carpathian walnuts 
flberts, hickories and hardy pecans 
A planting of Chinese chestnut along 
the banks of the Clinch river showed 
promise of an abundant crop 


The variability of honeylocust 
clons was evident in a planting con 
sisting of a large number of selected 
types which had been planted about 
ight years ago. Two of these clons 
show striking dwarf characteristics 
being very low and spreading. An 
ther selection resembles the north 
‘mm red oak in its habit of growth 
Because of its fast growth rate, an 
erect type should prove quite valu 
ible for roadside planting. Spencer 
B. Chase exhibited trees which are 
thornless eight years after grafting 
He selected his scion wood from th« 
thornless section on the mature limbs 
f trees which were quite thorny in 
theirlower portions. The grafted tre 
have maintained the thornless condi 
tion since grafting and may now be 

nsidered true thornless clons

TEST SHELTERBELTS FOR 
MOISTURE CONSERVATION. 


Trees, themselves, not only do not 
conserve moisture, but measurements 
in the plains show that they draw 
upon soil moisture more fully and to 
, greater depth than do annual crops 
grown near them, ac ording to a 
report from the lake states forest 
“xperiment station, maintained at St 
Paul, Minn., by the United States 
Department of Agriculture forest 
service in cooperation with the Uni 
versity of Minnesota 

A comprehensive study of soil 
moisture that showed a deficiency of 
3.25 inches of water under the trees 
(sampling included all moisture from 
surface to eight feet) revealed als 
that from about one H to four H 
north of the shelterbelts there was 
in excess of residual moisture. after 
the harvesting of the field crops in 
1935. An H is equal to one belt 
height. North from this point the 
moisture level was essentially con 
stant, except for a depresison at seven 
H which was apparently associated 
with a downdraft of air noted in the 
area with certain windbreak types 
The excess moisture at two H and 
three H north averaged 1.6 inches of 
water. 

It is possible that water from snow- 
drifts near the shelterbelts on the 
north was not fully utilized in grow- 
ing the crops, but also, moisture did 
not accumulate farther from the 
belts, as a result of protection from 
the warm and drying south winds, 
beyond the range of four H. Since 
wind reductions do not end so 
abruptly, it appears that a tempera- 
ture factor was also involved 

Soil evaporation was directly meas- 
ured from 1936 to 1948 in the follow 
ing manner: Pots of soil of uniform

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texture and moisture were placed at 
various distances north and south of 
east-west windbreaks and exposed for 
periods of three to six months to dif- 
ferences in wind movement produced 
by the windbreaks. These were sum- 
mer tests with wind predominantly 
south in Kansas, but nearly balanced 
between north and south in North 
Dakota. The three series run in 
Kansas and the seven in North Da- 
kota, all on the same field, were com- 
bined. Values for each station were 
computed in each test as percentages 
of the average for all stations. Actual 
total amounts of evaporation per test 
varied from 5.8 to 9.1 inches. 

The test indicated that reduced 
wind movement to the north of a 
windbreak, plus the cooling effect 
on an area deprived of sun heat, re 
duced evaporation at one to five H, 
while lesser wind reduction to the 
south, plus reflected heat, produced 
increased evaporation at correspond- 
ing stations. The average evapora- 
tion from ten H south to ten H north 
was about one per cent less than at 
fifteen and twenty H on both sides, 
and this difference may represent the 
effect of wind reduction alone. 





BALSAM FIR SEEDS. 
The balsam fir, Abies balsamea, 


has become an increasingly important 
source of pulpwood in the lake states 
region. Whereas paper mills in the 
area consumed about 148,000 cords 
of the wood twenty years ago, in 
1946 they consumed 378,000 cords of 
the species. With constantly decreas- 
ing supplies of spruce, long the fa- 
vored pulping species, balsam fir has 
consequently assumed new impor 
tance. 

As a result of growing difficulties, 
both legal and economic, surrounding 
pulpwood importations, many lake 
states pulp mills have been acquiring 
forest land so that they could grow at 
least a part of their wood require- 
ments. However, much of this land 
needs reforestation to bring it to high 
productivity. Because it makes high- 
quality pulp, grows rapidly and is the 
native conifer best able to withstand 
brush competition, balsam fir seems 
to be a good species to plant or seed 
on many of these areas. At present 
this tree species has been little used 
for planting, and not much is known 
about its seed, nursery or planting 
characteristics.

NEW PLANE TREE 
DISEASE IN NEW YORK. 


The department of parks of New 
York city has found a new fungous 
disease attacking London plane trees 
on streets in the boroughs of Brook 
lyn, Manhattan and Richmond. All 
trees found infected have been 
removed and burned. 

Last year departmental horticul- 
turists noticed plane trees dying in 
St. Nicholas terrace, Manhattan 
Recognizing that the symptoms were 
not those of any known disease, the 
department's director of horticulture, 
David Schweizer, asked Dr. P. P. 
Pirone, plant pathologist of the New 
York Botanical Garden, for assistance 
in investigating the cause. 

Dr. Pirone reports that this in 
fection is caused by a fungus tenta 
tively identified as belonging to the 
genus dothiorella. Other members 
of this genus are known to attack a 
wide variety of trees, but the species 
infecting the London planes appears 
to be different from any previously 
described. 

As the cause of infection has only 
now been discovered, the temporary 
method of control is to remove and 
burn all trees known to be affected 
by the disease 

The New York park department 
considers the London plane to be one 
of the most useful of all city trees 
It is an excellent shade tree and 
thrives under the difficult conditions 
of city living. It resists smoke and 
gas and tramping of the soil and will 
stand heavy pruning. If new soil is 
filled high around the trunk, the 
tree sends out adventitious 
closer to the surface of the ground 

The park department estimates 
that over 47,000 of the 2,240,000 
trees growing in New York park 
lands, playgrounds and along city 
streets are London plane trees. There 
are also 12,000 young plane trees 
growing in the park department's 
nurseries on Rikers island
